Latoj:ablegrams unnoiuice'the death of the 
Queeii Dowager of Pni.ssia, .and of Professor 
Agassiz, the great naturalist. 

At a piecting'hekl in Molboume the other 
day, orio of tho speakers stated that tho 
Frederick the Great claim, Bendigo, was giv- 
ing proflts'fmm £50,(K)l) to £100,000 a year. 

At tho Vienna' Exhibition may bo seen 
apocimens of bonnets and li.ats made of glass.
